Dr. Parkhurst said that the party of 
northern people who recently made the 
trip referred to did it not because they 
had any special interest in the south as 
a distinct section, but because they were 
conscious of the unity which makes the 
north and gouth members of each other. 
The conference held at Winston-Salem, 
in North Cgrolina, he said, was charac- 
terized by the utmost frankness on both 
sides and yet from first to last, not an 
embittering word was spoken. Referring 
to Governor Candler’s criticisms, Dr. 
Parkhurst said they would not have been 
made “had the governor of Georgia, as 


‘did the governor of North Carolina, come 


into direct touch with the personnel of 
the conference, or for five minutes respir- 
ed the atmosphere which the conference 
exhaled.” 

Referring to the estimation in which 
the people of the south and those of the 
north hold the negro, Dr. Parkhurst

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TWO OF THE MINERS RESCUED. 


It Is Feared the. Others Were 
‘ Crushed to Death. 

St. Louis, April 28.—A special to The 
Republic from Aurora, Mo., says that 
life, light and air broke in on the five 
entombed miners at 2 a. m, Two were 
rescued alive, one was found dead and the 
other two are supposed to be. Hfeless. 
Grant Shard was mangied -by falling 
rocks and earth and undoubtedly died In- 
stantly. 

Faint taps on the iron rails announced 
that two others were still alive. They 
are Willlam Shane and George Feaster. 

A large stone bowlder held Feaster -pin- 
foned by the foot,.in gvhich position he 
had remained for a day. He was s0 
firmly wedged that it seemed as if a sup- 
porting timber would have to be removed 
to let him out. This would have precipi- 
tated the roof on all and could not be 
considered. Enough’ of the timber was 
chipned off, however, to save him. 

Feaster was nearly famished when 

reached by the workers, but was revived 
by stimulants. 
. The work of saving him was tediotis and 
risky, as the drift was just large enough 
for one man to work in lying on his side 
and clawing the dirt back to another and 
then another in a chain until the whole 
string had been passed. 

When taken out it was discovered that 
he had a crushgd leg and foot, but will 
probably recover. 

‘ At 10:30 p. m. the rescuers were near 
Wiliam Shane, who was pinioned by the 
foot. with. a: dead man underneath him. 

He was scarcely able to talk. His arm | 
fs broken and it is feared that he may ‘ 
lose his mind. He, was removed at 11 
o’elock, after an tmprisonment of sixty 
hours’and fifty minutes.

OTIS SPEAKS AT ABANQUET. 


i aieiatieainineeeeee 
General Tells About Currency Diffi- 
culties in Philippines. 

Chicago, April 28.—Major General E. 8. 
Otis, as the guest of honor at a banquet 
given by the Chicago Bankers’ Club, free. 
ly discussed the financial difficulties en- 
countered by the American administra- 
tion in the Philippines. Speaking of the 
Spanish bank at Manila, he said: 

“TI sometimes think, when deliberating 
upon the present condition of the Span- 
ish bank and its claim upon the United 
States government, that we made a mis- 
take in our dealings with it, although ac- 
tion on our part might have caused in- 
nocent holders of its paper to suffer. Bet- 
ter to have destroyed it by promptly pre- 
senting for payment that paper which we 
held, thereby inciting a run upon it which 
it would have been powerless to meet 
than to assist In building it up into good 
financial standing. Spain had placed it in 
jeopardy and it was not our. duty to res- 
cue it. 

“The army of the Philippines has had 
&@ novel currency experience. The troops 
must be paid in gold for which they cau- 
not obtain a full equivalent, as in bar- 
ter they never get more than two Mex!i- 
can dollars for a gold dollar. Within a 
short »period after reaching Manila the 
troops were paid $3,000,000 gold and this 
disappeared from view as quickly as a 
visian in the night. Such experiences in 
our attempt to increase the Philippine 
volume of currency induced payment of 
troops at first partly in paper money and 
subsequently largely therein. It resulted 
in improvement and still the paper dol- 
lars would not be received anywhere’ but 
in the cities where merchants knew their 
value.”’

Manila, April 2.—Captain Wilson 
Chase with a detachment of the Twerity- 
first infantry, on April 26th surprised the 
camp of the insurgent general Cailles, at 
Dugot-Dugot, situated nine miles north- 
east of Cavinti, in the province of La- 
guna. Cailles was at his camp at the 
time of the American attack, but man- 
aged to escape. Captain Chase’s force 
captured his adjutant general, five other 
of his staff officers, fourteen men, twenty 
rifles, a large amount of ammunition and 
stores and all the napers and personal ef- 
‘fects of the Filipino general. The insur- 
gent major Velo was Killed during the 
engagement as were Corporal McGill and 
Private Tipps, both belonging to campany 
A of the Twenty-first. Several columns 
of the American troops continued vigor- 
ously to pursue General Cailles.

BEET SUGAR INVESTIGATION. 


Special Agent Sayloz Submits His 
Report to Department. 
Washington, April 28.—C. F. Saylor, of 
Iowa, the special agent in charge of the 
beet sugar investigation of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, is in Washington and 
has submitted his report to Secretary 
Wilson. He says this year shows a very 
active tendency toward the institution of 
new beet sugar enternrises.. Next au- 
tumn, he says, Michigan will have three 
new factories and Ohio, Indiana, New 
York, Colorddo, Utah, South and North 
Dakota and Ilinois will intall new fac- 
tory enterprises, making thirteen 
throughout the United States now in con- 
templation. A conservative estimate, he 
says,.is that there will be forty-two beet 
Sugar factories in operation throughout 
the United States by the end of next au- 
tumn. Everything indicates that the in- 
dustry is thoréughly established through- 
out the country. Mr. Saylor says: 
“Even in the incipiency. of the indus- 
try these factories have shown good prof- 
its. They have maintained themselves 
without any apparent real contest with 
the sugar trust. The sections of the 
country that seem most adaptable to the 
industry are where conditions call for 
new resources, as in Michigan, where 
there has been a phenomenal increase in 
the last three years, largely due to the 
waning of the lumber industry of that 
region. There will be fourteen factories 
there next season. California is the lead- 
ing state in production, with eight fac- 
tories, including the largest in the world. 
The immense amount of pulp and refuse 
left after the extraction of the sugar ap- 
peals especially to the farmer and corol- 
oe oe industries that grow. out of farm 
ether feed, Mr. Saylor says, 
«pee 80 valuable and so cheap for the dairy 
and stock t feeding interests as beet pulp. “s 


DOES NOT BELIEVE THESTORY. 


Secretary Wilson on the Report of 
Boers Inoculating Horses. 
Washington, April 28.—The department 
of agriculture -has received no informa- 
tion bearing on the reports that have 
been in circulation in England charging 
Boer emissaries with inoculating horses 
shipped to South Africa with glanders 
and other animal maladies. Secretary 
Wilson places no credence in the story. 
He says,,;however, that it is possible it 
might have been done, probably by host- 
lers or other attendants aboard ship if at 
all. There has been no examination of 
the horse shipments by the department’s 
representatives, as the British agents 
never have requested such inspection. 


CRANK AFTER THE PRESIDENT 


Tries To Get Into the 
White House. 

Washington, April 28.—Harry Finkle- 
stein, a well-dressed man about thirty- 
four years old, who says his home is in 
Cleveland, O., is locked up at police sta- 
tion here on suspicion of being insane.

He became 
rather excited when refused admission.

FEAR HE HAS BEEN MURDERED 


Frederick Kinney Is Missing. 
3 Henry Freeman Arrested. 

Salina, Kan., April 28.—Frederick Kin- 
ney, a young farmer of Jewell county, has 
been missing since last August and it is 
feared he has been murdered. Henry 
Freeman, aged twenty years, now in jail 
at Wichita, was with Kinney when he 
was last seen alive, near Beloit, Kan., 
the two traveling in a wagon.

OF THEIR OFFICERS 


Chinese Loss Reported to Be Very 
Heavy—They Were Forced Back | 
Over the Great Wa!i—Kett- 
ler Marching to Pao 
Ting Fa.

Count Von Waldersee: 

“Pekin, April 27.—Three engagements 
occurred April 23d and a fourth April 24th, 
at the great wall, between four columns 
under General Kettler and the Chinese 
troops under General Liu. The Chinese 
were everywhere defeated and after a 
stubborn resistance were forced back 
over the wall, being forced back‘'as fat? 
as Kan Liu. Casualties, four officers kiil- 
ed and three men killed and thirty-two 
wounded. The French troops were not 
engaged.” 

The following additional dispatch ‘re- 
garding the four engagements was frée- 
ceived from Count Von Waldersee: 

‘‘Pekin, April 28.—The following reports 
only arrived last night, owing to the dif- 
ficulty of communication: 

“General Kettler’s brigade re-enforced 
marched in four columns against the 
great wall, Colonel Ledeburs being the 
right wing, then those commanded by 
Colonel Hoffmeister, Colonel Wallmerich 
and Major Huehlenfels, Ledeburs reached 
the wall April 24th, after a slight en- 
gagement near Hail Shan Kwan. 

“Hoffmeister drove back the enemy 
April 23d. On the same day Huehlenfels 
encountered a strong party of the ene- 
my occupying a bastion on the heights 
commanding the pass. The enemy fought 
stubbornly, in a particularly strong poal- 
tion, which was taken only after eleven 
hours’ fighting. 

“Huehlenfels and Lieutenant Reichert 
were slightly wounded and Lieutenant 
Dreiwels was seriously wounded. A 
standard bearer and another were killed 
and six men seriously and ten slightly 
wounded. 

“Wallmerich attacked and dispersed, 
April 28d, a far superior force of the 
enemy in a:strong position east of the 
breach of Hae ‘Ho and effected a junetiog 
) on -the -battlefielé with the battalion un- 
der Major Muelmann from Tsing Ching, 
which taking up the pursult ovértook the 
enemy in a fresh position to the south. 
This was captured and the enemy were 
pursued as far as Ku Kuan. Wallmerich 
followed them thither.

Negro Railroad; Man Killed By a 
Negro Tramp. 

Savannah, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)—Joe 
King, a negro railroad man, was shot and 
killed on Seaboard Air Line passenger 
train No. 72 at Stetson last night by a-ne- 
fro tramp, and died half an hour after he 
was shot. At Ellabel two negro tramps 
were discovered aboard the platform of 
the baggage car. They were taken back 
te the second-class coach, where it was

enough to pay his fare to the next station, 
Stetson, but the other was dead broke.

They were started 
for the baggage car again, but the man 
who had no money dodged down upon the 
steps of the platform and whipped out a 
revolver. He began’ firing at Baggage 
Master A. A. DeGraffenried. The latter 
jumped through a door and slammed it 
behind him. He asked the conductor for 
his pistol. The conductor told him it was 
in his satchel, and DeGraffenried started 
for it. King then drew his own revolver 
end went out on the platform. The tramp 
fired at him, and King fired twice in re- 
One of the tramp’s shots struck 
King in the stomach and proved fatal. 
Before he died, King said he thought he 
had hit his man. Stetson had been 
reached by that time, though, and the 
tramp jumped from. the train as it slowed 
up and made his escape. The other tramp 
escaped in the excitement.

COUR'T WORT INTERFERE 


Division of. the Profits Between 
City and County Is Not 
Satisfactory to the Latter, 
and Amendment May 
Be Sought.

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Athens, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)—From 
present appearances it is most likely that 
the Athens dispensary will get into peli- 
tics in a decided manner sooner or later. 
The agitation of the question as to the 
division of the profits arising from the 
dispensary is the cause of the devélop- 
ment of politics ih the matter. The elec- 
tion of Judge 8S. M. Herrington to succeed 
Commissioner J. M. Hooper on the board 
of county commissioners accentuates the 
situation, as it was on an exception to the 
position taken by Judge Herrington while 
ordinary of Clarke county that the case 
was first carried into court by the com- 
missioners. 

The profits for two years have been 
hung up petiding the decision of the 
courts as to the proper method of making 
the distribution between. the city and 
county, the contention of-the city being 
that the ratio of one-sixth county 
and five-sixths to the city wa uitab.e, 
and fhe county contending for a larger 
share in the profits. 

The supreme court of Georgia has just 
handed down a decision in which the court 
holds that there can be no equitable pro- 
ceedings in court to disturb the existing 
arrangements for division between the 
mayor and ordinary unless the county al- 
leges a case showing fraud and collusion 
on the part of the ordinary. In the ab- 
sence of such being aemonstrated, the 
court will not interfere. , and Chairman 
Vincent, of the board ot county cofmmis- 
sioners, says thay no decision has been 
reached as to the exact steps to be taken. 
The matter is in the hands of the attor- 
neys—H. C. Tuck ang Strickland & Green. 
If there can be brought any further legal 
proceedings in the matter. they will be 
brought at once. 

The probability is that the division of 
the profits will be made under the existing 
rule and that an equitable suit will then 
be’filed by the county against the city for 
the share which the commissioners think 
should be allowed the county over and 
above that now given by the plan adopted 
by the mayor and ordinary. 

Failing in reaching the settlement in the 
courts as they think it should ‘be settled, 
Chairman Vincent says the question will 
be carried to the people of Clarke county 
on a direct issue as to amending the dis- 
pensary act. m 

If it reaches that stage there may be 
some interesting developments. An amend- 
ment may be proposed to restrict the use 
of the county’s share of the funds for 
educational work in the county. An 
amendment may be proposed giving the 
county half the profits arising from the 
dispensary. .Other. amendments may be 
offered. This fight would come up in the 
next legislative coytest in this county, 
and would be certain to be red hot. 

There are numbers of prohibitionists 
who are opposed to agitating the question 
at all, but if the issue is precipitated in 
politics they say that they will stand for 
straight prohibition and fight against bar- 
rooms and dispensary. 

The developments of the next few days 
are awaited with interest,

Fire in a Frontier Town. 


Detroit Free Press: It was an unusu- 
elly quiet night in Tombstone, ‘The 
church-going citizen had long since re- 
tired. The midnight hour had passed, 
but the rough-and-ready resorts on 
Toughnut street and Can Can alley were 
still in full blast, for Tombstone was an 
all-night town. The silent germbler, his 
face wearing a serious and determined 
expression, still sat in front of the /aro 
table, while the medley of cracked pianos, 
guitars and violins common to western 
saloons was freely interspersed with the 
eagcr cry of the crap-shooter and ihe 
whirl of the roulette ba!l. Diamond Dick, 
who was afterwards put away in Yuma 
for dynamiting the postoffice, had been 
lucky and was rapidly passing his gaius 
back to the concern over the bar. ‘The 
place had been recently Gaftneyized, and 
a big six-shooter was in ominous display 
near a bottle of ‘“‘forty-rod.”’ 

Suddenly the sounds of hilarity were 
interrupted by the crack of a pistol! shot. 
Then another, and another, until there 
wes a whole fusilade of banging fire- 
arms. The denizens of the “palace” 
rushed to the doors, weapons in hand, 
and joined in the general air-splitting 
cannonade. After awhile the volunteer 
fire brigade, consisting of a bhorse’ess 
hosecart, three or four buckets and a 
half dozen trained fire-eaters, dashed 
down the street. Before reaching tlre 
scene of the fire the cart struck a big 
reck and capsized, throwing ‘the front- 
end fireman high into the air. The acci- 
dent caused a disastrous delay, for the 
flames were already eating their way into 
ithe most substantial rt of the equip- 
ment of The Tombstene Epitaph, thc 
leading weekly of Cochise county. The 
editor, who slept in the sanctum, guarded 
by a. pair of Winchesters, had barely 
time to escape in his pajamas, leaving 
his wardrobe as food for the flames. 

In many frontier towns the whole pop- 
ulation turns out to fire a fire, and every 
sort of vessel is brought into use with 
which to get water to the scene. Some- 
times that valuable quantity is lament- 
ably scarce; and then the people are at 
the m of the hungry element. Rut 
the fire at The Dpitaph building was not 
allowed to spread. The people formed 
in lines with their buckets, tubs, boilers 
and sprinkling cans and passed the water 
along, while some of the bravest ard 
most active spread wet’ blankets ‘upon 
the rooyns and walls of adjcining build- 
ings. The neighboring saloons oe 
pienty of stimulants and naturally there 
were many willing fire fighters. 

After it was all over and the editor had 
verbally announced that he would ‘rise, 
pee from the ashes,” a half- 
ressed individual rushed mp to the re-

Beaumont, Tex., April 283—Two more 
oil geysers were brought in here today. 
The first is on what is known as the 
Gladys City property, which is owned by 
the J. M. Guffy Company. It is close to 
the other geysers. It was permitted to 
spout only a few minutes, when. after 
proving itself the equal of any of the 
others, the valve, which had been pre- 
Viously arranged, was closed and the 
flow stopped. The other wel! which reach- 
ed the oil vein is owned by the Texas and 
Colorado Oil Combany.. It is of impor- 
tance chiefly because it widens the oll 
circle, being farthest from the original 
Lucas gusher. These formations passed 
through have been different in many re- 
spects from any of the others, and there 
has been such an immense column of 
water in the well that it will have to be 
bailed out before its real capacity will 
be known. 

The rumer that parties acting for the 
Standard Oil Company has purchased the 
property of the Port Arthur Land Com- 
pany was fully confirmed today. There 
are 30,000 acres in the tract, and the price, 
according to reports, was $25 an acre, 
making the transaction one of $750,000.

This 
jury is dischargetl, without the compli- 
ments of the court.” 

Callahan’s attorneys were pot present,

After it had raged 
fiercely for a while both drew their re- 
volvers and began to fire as rapidly as 
they could draw the triggers. Three shots 
struck’ Witten. One passed through the 
left lung, one lodged in the shoulder and 
the other penetrated the abdomen. But 
one shot struck Beavers. He staggered, 
but did not fall, and when an examina- 
tion was made later it was found that the 
ball had penetrated the book in his vest 
pocket and. had barely pierced the skin. 
‘Witten will almost certainly die. 


LARGE SCHOOL FOR’ GIRLS. 


Rev. Dr. Williamson, Recently of 
Atlanta, Locates in Richmond. 
Richmond, .Va., April 28.—(Special.)— 

Rev. Dr. C, P. Williamson, who recently 

came ‘here from Atlanta to establish a 

large school] for girls, has leased the 

Richmond Female seminary on Grace 

street and will open his college there next 

fall. The seminary has been for years 
one of the best known schools in the 
south.

Kell and his friend having 
been suspected of cheating in an exami- 
nation were brought before the class and 
tried. Dr. William H. Taylor, the dis- 
tinguished state chemist and a member of 
the faculty, testified that he had never 
seen a trial marked by such ‘bulldozing 
and browbeating. He déscribed the en- 
tire body of sttidents as the most ‘“‘dis- 
orderly, rowdy collection’’ he had ever 
seen. This ‘farcé’ of a trial resulted in 
acquittal, but the honor system men ap- 
pealed to the faculty, who expelled the 
offending student. It was after this that 
Kell followed Sanford to the lecture room 
and assaulted him, breaking his glasses 
and blacking his’ eye.

Columbia, 8. C., abrit 28.—(Special.)j— 
In view of the active interes? Senator 
Tillman has been manifesting in Senator 
McLaurin’s actions and the well-known 
fact that the senior senator has had 
Congressman Latimer in training for Mc- 
Laurin’s place, there is a general desire 
to see the two senators meet on the stump 
and discuss questions that interest e 
public. W€his cannot be done without the 
consent of McLaurin, who, pending the 
opening of the campaign, can refuse to 
attend a meeting which Tillman is invited 
to address, and after the campaign opens, 
Tillman, not being a candidate, cannot 


‘participate. 


While a mud-slinging match might be 
edifying to some, it would not be. instruc- 
tive, and it would be poor policy on the 
part of McLaurin to engage in a con- 
test of this kind. Lesides the fact that 
Tillman is the recognized champion in 
this kind of battle on the stump, he would 
be invincible to any thrusts from Mc- 
Laurin, his election not being involved. So 
the junior. senator would have all to lose 
while Tillman risked nothing. 

It has been urged that McLaurin be 
barred from the democratic primary be- 
cause of his votes with the republicans, 
and in some quarters it is believed this 
will be done. But such action by the 
executive committee will be opposed by a 
good many who do not agree, with McLau- 
rin. These argue that it would be a 
dangerous precedent to permit the execu- 
tive eommittee of the party in the state 
to sit in judgment on a congressman’s 
party, as viewed by votes in Washington. 
This would give a majority of the com- 
mitteé power to settle the fate of public 
men without consulting the people anda 
on questions not covered by the rules of 
the party. The committee will probably 
be satisfied with requiring of McLaurin 
the usual primary pledge that he will 
abide by the result of the election. Then 
the people will do the rest. 

There will be opposition to cutting off 
a free discussion and a fair fight. The 
issues are-clear enough on which to 
make a clean, clear-cut contest, and South 
Carolina has certainly had enough of 
the other kind of fighting.

Drunken Diver’s Work. 

Memphis Scimitar: In 1872 the water 
#upply of this city was derived from the 
classic stream called Margot py the 
French and Wolf by the plain, matter-of- 
fact residents of the Chickasaw biuffs. 
What that water was every one Knows, 
but that is not the story. The pumping 
station pf this plant was located on the 
bluff in north Memphis near the south 
bank of the river. and the system used in 
getting the yellow fluid up from the 
stream was known as the Holly crib and 
settling reservoir plan. A tunnel five [eet 
in diameter ran through the bluff to the 
river, at the end of which, extending into 
the stream, was a big filter and strainer. 
This strainer was forever getting out of 
order, and whenever it did a diver was 
necessary to repair the damage. 

According to Alf Carr, an oid resident 
of the city, who at that time was in busi:- 
ness with a diver by the mame of Wis- 
hart Lamper, the same mun who was uc- 
cidentalivy nailed by the foot to the bot- 
tom of the Mississippi some time after- 
wards. Lamper was a fine diver and a 
zo00od man gi his trac@, but he would 
drink. He would get on ‘“periodicais”’ 
and when he got startea there was nw 
halting until he went the whole route. 

At the time Carr spoke of, in the fall 
of 1872. the suction or supply inlet got 
fouled with drift and mud and the en- 
gineer sent for Wishart Laniper. He had 
done the same job several times before, 
and they gave him no insywuctions. 

Early on the morning after the mes- 
sage came Carr and Lamper, together 
with two helpers and the diving dress, air 
pump, and other plunder, drove nortie 
ward to the waterworks, The muorning 
was chilly and they bad not driven far 
before Lamper wanted a amnnk. He zot 
One at an all-night place: not only one, 
but several. About ten blocks farther his 
thirst got the best of him and he stopped 
again and cheered up the inner man. 

Carr protested, but it was like telling a 
fire engine to ease up on its thirst, By 
the time they had gone two-thirds of the 
way to the pumping plant Lamper had 
sampled the stock of a dozen thirst-kill- 
ing establishments and’ was. groggy. 
When they got to the «works he was 
drunk and hilarious, singing snatches of 
sailor ditties and raising Wain in a good- 
humored fashion. Nevertheless he got

Must Insure Employees. 

‘An accident insurance law recently 
passeg in the Netherlands is attracting 
considerable attention throughout this 
country. It provides that employers in 
certain branches of labor shall instre 
their employees against losses conse- 
quent on accidents which may happen 
to them in the execution of their trade. 
The law notes sixty-one classes of la- 
bor In which, if motor power :¥ used, 
it shall apply. 

A’ state insurance bank is created 
with headquarters at Amsterdam, the 
costs involved being advanced in the 
first instance by the state treasury. 
The officers are appoitted by the gov- 
ernment. It is provided that each enm- 
ployer shal] notify the state insurance 
bank of the trade he carries on, and 
from facts he submits the managers of 
the bank determine the ciass under 
which his trade falls. According to 
the class in which he is placed; the 
employer is required to contrivute tc- 
ward the working expenses.of th: bank 
in proportion to the wa¢es\of his em 
ployees. It is also required of the em- 
ployer that he shall furnish prompt 
information of all accidents and shall 
supply immediate medical assistance 
to the injured. : 

Every employee-who in the exercise 
of his calling is accidentally injured 
in such way that he is no longer p1r- 
tially or entirely able to slo hjs ordi- 
nary work, is provided with medical 
assistance and a certain amount of pe- 
cuniary aid from the state insurance 
bank. In case of death his funeral ex- 
penses are paid and indemnities ex- 
tended in fixed proportion t> all the 
relatives of the employee uependent 
upon him for support. The supervisory 
counci] consists of aine members, of 
whom one-third shall be employers 
and one-third employees, appointed by 
the government. There is also a coun- 
cil of appeal composed of employers 
and employees, with whom appeals 
agafnst any decision may be lodged. 
There are strict penalties against em- 
ployers for any iafringemont of the 
provisions of the law. 


Herren Once More.

And Lord Bacon was hard- 
ly good en®ugh to speak from the same 
platform with Dr. Hillis. 

All of which is, of course, entirely

Professor Herron’s crusade against 
existing order of things has been 
conducted on what might be called a 
Ten Commandments platform. .His 
critics evidently believe him a moral 
teacher without morals, and they re- 
fuse to countenance him. Their refusal 
is purely a personal matter with them. 
and they make it nothing else. They 
do not discuss his doctrines: they 
doubtless agree with much that he 
would say; but: they refuse to asso- 
ciate with him or indorse him, as they 
have a right to do, and the American 
public will honor them for it. 


The Russian Students. 

The trials and tribulations of Rus- 
sian students have been attracting 
much attention this year. There have 
been promises of’reforms, but persons 
familiar with the conditions in St. Pe- 
tersburg do not consider that these 
promises are likely to bring anything 
tangible. 

The Pall Mall Gazette tells of some 
of the restrictions surrounding the 
Russian student. There is constant 
police espionage. An wverseer ap; oint- 
ed by the government, and his assist- 
ants, act as spies upon the student in 
college and out, and the overseer has 
the power to decree punishments for 
what he considers misdemeanors. It 
is related, for instance, that a student 
was imprisoned for seven days for re- 
fusing. to take off his hat to a Russian 
officer, while another was expelled for 
being seen in conversation with a per- 
son who had been excommunicated by 
the church. 

Among the restrictions placed upon 
the Russian student are these: 

He has to wear a special uniform, He 
may at any time receive a visit from the 
inspector, who has the right to enter his 
lodgings and to search them for. any pos- 
sible’ contraband. Under surveillance at 
home, the persons with whom he asso- 
ciliates being duly noted, his guardians’ 
watchfulnegs increases as soon as he 
steps outside. A strict account is kept of

meet any of his student friends he dare 
not join them for any length of time> for 
the law looks with a jaundiced eye on 
any such meetings.

Despite all these handicaps, the 
young people of Russia are esger 
seekers after education. It is little 
wonder, however, that they chafe un- 
der the regulations and that there are 
occasiona] riots.

The baseball season has progressed 
far enough to demonstrate that what- 
ever revival of interest there may be 
in the national game will be due to 
the new American league. 

The new organization begins busi- 
ness under highly favorable indica- 
tions of.a successful season. The at- 
tendance at the American league games 
has been, in most instances, far in ex- 
cess of that upon the games tinder the 
auspices of the National league, and 
the ‘“‘fans” have already seen that the 
quality of ball put up by the young- 
sters is up to the highest staniard of 
the organization which nas, since the 
days of the old association, had the 
field of major-league ball to itself. Bet- 
ter, in fact, because snappier. The 
youngsters have life in them, and there 
is just enough old heads in the new 
league’s ranks to give ataollity. 

The monopoly which the National 
league has been enjoying for several 
years came very near wrecking base- 
ball. A number of the clubs got into 


terest in the game except io make dol- 
lars out of it; men who manipulated 
things to the exploitation of tne “mag- 
nate’ ‘at the expense of the piayer, 
and whose policy was responsilile fcr 
the conclusion on the part of the pub- 
lic that the commercial end was being 
nurtured at the expense of the sport. 

The time was ripe for. opposition, 
and the American league has taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunity presented. 
There is to be less of the “magnate” and 
more of the player. New blood has 
brought a livelier brand of baseball, 
and lovers of true sport appreciate the 
change. The competition has been bet- 
ter for the game all around, and the 
indications are that the public will 
show its appreciation by its patronage 
of the new organization.

I should ask no higher tribute to my 
memory than that I had written it. A 
bad man could not have conceived such 
a view of child life, and few good men 
could have put it into such effective 
words. I must believe, or certainly hope, 
that into the life which he has entered 
there will be a recognition of thea abun- 
dant good in him, and a process of purg- 
ing, cleansing, which shall fit him for a 
happiness which an adverse fate denied 
him here. The brief span of less than 
forty years is not enough to finally de- 
cide his condition for an eternity—there 
must be a second probation, and there he 
will find the rest.

Hot Food in Hot Regions, 

New York Press: ‘The common supposi- 
tion is that salt wil] kill birds, and they 
are the only granivorous animals that do 
not voluntarily partake of it. Beasts of 
the field with the cloven foot have their 
licks, and all other graminfvorous quad- 
rupeds either find their allowance of chlo- 
ride of sodium in the earth, in the water 
they drink, or in certain grasses. Feed 
adogon raw, unsalted meat and preséntly 
he will be looking for a grass iodide of 
alkali, and for his own internal ailments 
the dog is a fine doctor. Lions and tigers, 
indeed all carnivorous animals, know 
where to get their salt, whether they 
earn it or not.

‘was roaming over the prairies. He puts 
pepper in everything he eats and drinks. 

We have heard of the man of “peppery’”’ 
disposition. He carried chips on both 
shoulders, but wouldn't fight a mouse, He 
ig merely “‘techeous.’’ We have a dis- 
tinguished churchman in this city who is 
afflicted with a “peppery disposition.”’ 
The effect of a diet of pepper 6n dogs is 
said to be to render them fierce and long- 
winded, which are excellent traits in bull- 
dogs.

A beautiful bit of freshness and flower- 
color these days is Farragut square. It 
is interesting to occewpy a bench in this 
perfectly kept park, where fashionable 
babies asserrble and note the distinction 
of the neighborhood.

“Shepherd's row.” a block of three enor- 
mous houses, the history of whose occu- 
pants is memorable. These dwellings 
were built by Alexander or “‘Boss’’ Shep- 
herd in the days when there was a ter- 
ritorial fcrm of government with a leg- 
islature. Shepherd was the last governor 
of the distr.ct and to the terror and in- 
digrnatton of property holdet (moproved 
Washington, grading and widening streets 
in a truly autecratic way with the re- 
sult that today the national capital is one 
of the most symmetrical. cities in the 
world. The most pretentious of the three 
brownstone dwellings jis that ordinarily 
occupied by the Shepherds and after- 
wards improved by Washington. McLean. 
It is dh the corner of Connecticut avenue 
and A street and in it occurred the 
marriage of Admiral Dewey. Upon the 
death of Mrs McLean the property was 
purchased by the former ambassador to 
Italy.

This is 
the old Ross Ray house, famous long ago 
for its hospitality. Ray made a for- 
ture in flour when Georgetown was an 
industrial center an@ie was known as the 
“Rich Miller." Farther along the block 
lives Dr. Burnett, the first husband of 
the novelist. It is difficult to understand 
Why two persons of such culture and 
apparent congeniality as Dr, and.

Among the recent 
plans are those for a $90,000 department 
store at Memphis, a $45,000 biscuit factory 
at Baltimore, a $157,480 union station at 
Savannah, a depot at Charleston, W. Va., 
a rice mill at Crowley. La., a $10,000 gro- 
cery at Bluefield, W. Va., and office build- 
ings for various purposes at Alvin, Tex.; 
Fitzgerald, Ga.; Greenville, Miss.; Rich- 
mond, Va.; Atlanta, Ga.; Kinston, N. C.; 
Parkersburg, W, Va., and Rosebud, Tex., 
while nearly a score of new hotels in 
different states have been reported 
through The Manufacturers’ Record. In 
Texas particularly new houses are going 
up in hundreds of towns and villages and 
building operations are causing unusval 
activity for this time of the year in the 
local trade. Along the Atlantic coast the 
lumber business continues moderate, 
though the out'ook for more than the 
average spring trade in nearly every de- 
partment of the industry is quite en- 
couraging in south Georgia and satisfac- 
tory conditions are reflected at Savannech, 
through which port more than 3,000,600 feet 
of lumber were shipped during the week.

Again there was much trading 
in American securites. After a general 
reaction ‘n the early part of the week 
owing to bear selling, a further ad- 
vance began on active buying, especially 
of Union Pacific and Baltimore and Ohio, 
which advanced from 4 to 8 points dur- 
ing the week. | 

There has also been much buying of 
United States Steel, the common ‘stock 
closing at 50 and the preferred at 99%. 
Saturday's close was well above parity.

Will Be Chief Feature of Interest at 


Capitol ‘This Week. 
COMES UP NEXT THURSDAY 


Some Points That May Be Made Be- 
fere Judye Candler. 


FIVE OFFICIALS + ARE ‘INVOLVED

All of the officials at tHe capitol will be 
in their offices this week, and in mariy re- 
spects the week will be a busy one. 

The important feature of the week will 
be the beginning of the legal contest over 
the status of the public property fund, 
in which at least five of the officials are 
directly involved. These five are State 
School Commissioner Glenn. who made 
application for’ the warrants to pay the 
teachers; Governor Candler, who drew 
and signed them; Comptroller General 
Wright. who countersigned them but did 
not give the treasurer credit. for the mon- 
ey because they were not paid; Attorney 
‘seneral Terrell, who filed the suit against 
Treasurer Park, seeking to compe] him 
to pay the teachers. from the public 
property fund, and “Treasurer Park, 
against whom the suit is brought. Al! 
of these are directly and officially in- 
terested in the proceedings. 

Then Pension Commissioner J. W. Lind- 
sey is indirectly interested in the outcome, 
because his only hope to get money with 
which to pay the new class of widows is 
in a decision against the treasurer’s at- 
titude. He figures if all the teachers can 
be paid from the public property fund, 
it will leave that $77,000 of the general 
fund now in the treasury for this, new 
class of widows, and that amount. will 
be sufficient to pay them, as there will 
not be more than 1,000 of them at the out- 
side. This might be done, provided it is 
found that the $77,000 has not been other- 
wise appropriated. 

The case against the treasurer for man- 
damus to compel him to make the pay- 
ments will be argued before Judge John 
S. Candler on Thursday of this week. 
The only question involved is, of course, 
one of law; so there will be no dispute 
over the facts and no necessity for wit- 
nesses. The question is simply whether 
the constitution prohibits the temporary 
use of the public property fund to pay 
the teachers, or, in other words, whether 
such temporary use of it is “using’’ it in 
the-sense contemplated in-the constitution 
when it says that the fund shall only be 
used to pay off the bonded debt of the 
state. 

The case will also involve some other 
issues. It has been questioned whether 
this issue regarding the temporary use 
of the fund, which involves the construc- 
tion of a section of the constitution, can 
be raised by anyone except a bondholder. 
If the courts should decline to construe 
the section cn that ground, the act of 
1897 would stand as constitutional, and 
the payments would have to be made. 
Then, too, there are many decisions of 
supreme courts, including that of the 


| United States, to the effect that an ad- 


ministrative cfficer cannot himself ques- 
tion the constitutionality of an act of the 
legislature approved by the governor, 
but must act in accordance with its pro- 
visions until it is declared unconstitution- 
al by the courts in due form. If the su- 
preme court should so hold in this case 
it would mean the treasurer would have 
to make the payments without having the 
satisfaction of knowing whether he was 
violating the constitution or not. 

The greatest interest is being manifest- 
ed in the case all over the state. Learned 
lawyers are divided on the proposition, 
as are many others who do not view it 
from the legal standpoint. 

There will be quite an array of counsel 
in Judge Candler’s court on Thursday: 
Attorney General Terrell will represent 
the state alone, but Treasurer Park will 
have Hon. Washington Dessau, Hon, Du- 
Pont Cuerry, Judge George Hillyer, Or- 
ville A. Park, Hooper Alexander and per- 
haps also Hon. Hiram P. Bell, of Cum- 
ming, and Hon. Henry 8. Goetchius, of 
Columbus. In the supreme -court ex- 
Chief Justice Logan E. Bleckley will also 
represent the state treasurer. Many other 
lawyers will, doubtless, gather in the 
courtroom to hear the arguments and 
watch.the progress of the case.

“Department of the Interior, 
States Geological Survey, Division cf Hy- 
drography, Temple Court, Atlanta, Ga.— 
This division of the United States geclog- 
ica] survey has for its object the deter- 
mination of the amount of water, in cubic 
feet per second, flowing in the streams 
continuously -at all seasons, for a number 
of years, and the investigation of topo- 
graphic and geological features rendering 
the water supply available fur water pow- 
er, irrigation, mining, city supply and 


other industrial purposes, 


“The work in these states was tegua in 
1896, when hydrographic stations were es- 
tablished on the Savannah, Oconee, Oc- 
mulgee, Etowah, Chattahoochee, Ov sta- 
naula, Coosawatte, Coosa and Black War- 
rior rivers, Since that time the scope of the 
work has steadily increased until all of 
the important rivers and tributaries in 
Georgia, Alabama. Tennessee and Mis- 
sissippi are under investigation, and the 
big springs and other phenomenal hydro- 
graphic features of Florida are being ex- 
amined. 

“Those who feel interested in the great 
water powers of this region will find 
some information of value in the official 
figures. Appended igs a summary of the 
investigations in the Chattahoochee. 

Water Supply of Chattahoochee. 

“The two hydrographic station$ on this 
river are Oakdale and West Point. Oak- 
dale station i# at the Southern railway 
bridge, about seven miles from Atlanta, 
where a continuous record has been kept 
of the amount of water flowing in the 
river every day for the past five years: A 
similar record has been kept at West 
Point, Ga. 

“As the publications of the United 
States geological survey contain a full 
statement for each year, for every day 
in the year, and the complete data would 
be too voluminous, the following list of 
minimum discharges and equivalent ac-

“To determine the horse power availa- 
ble at any shoal on the river multiply 
the ‘horse power per foot of fall’ by the 
total fall of the shoal, or the power head 
that can be developed. The records at 
these stations apply to shoals on the 
river, above and below, with the follow- 
ing corrections: Tota] tributaries above 
Oakdale and below mouth of Chestatee 
river, 30 per cent of Oakdale, Chestatee 
river, 20 per cent of Oakdale; Little river, 
opposite Gainesville, about 5 per cent of 
Oakdale; Sweetwater creek, near Austell, 
5 per cent of Oakdale. For tributaries be 
tween Oakdale and West Point, take the 
difference of flow at the two stations, 
and prorate according to watershed. For 
finding the flow at Columbus, Ga., add 18 
per cent to the flow at West Point. From 
Roswell bridge to foot of Bull sluice there 
is a fall of 50 feet that can be developed 
as one power, fourteen miles from Atlan- 
ta. And from head of Cochran shoal] to 
Vining there is a fall of thirty-two feet 
that can be developed at one power seven 
miles from Atlanta. 

“The fal] from West Point to Columbus 
is 962 feet in a distance of thirty-four 
miles. There are many other fine shoals 
on the river.”

Motorman on - Rai Transit 
Line May Appear in Court 


POWER 0, CAR SHATTERED 


Hurt Officiala Say Rapid Transit 
Motorman Failed To Stop at 
the Crossing and Theat a 
Passenger Had Charge 
of the Crank.

A car belonging to the Rapid Transit 
Company collided with a car belonging 
to the Railway and Power Company yes- 
terday morning at the corner of Howell 
street and Edgewood avenue and the 
rear end of the latter was battered up 
in the scrimmage. 

The motorman in charge of the Ramid 
Transit car will have to appear In police 
court. as the superintendent of the Rail- 
wav and Power Company stated last 
night that he intended to have a case 
made against him for failing to stop at 
the crossing. 

In view of the recent rumors of peace 
negotiations and the eounter rumors of 
the war still on between the two rival 
companies, yesterday’s accident could not 
heln but strike many as unique and sug- 
gestive. 

The Railway and Power Company will 
charge that the motorman on the Rapid 
Transit car had turned his car over to 
@ passenger who wanted to see how the 
“thing “worked” and that when the ac- 
cident occurred the mortorman did not 
have hold of his crank. It is said that 
the motorman has confessed as much. 

The Rapid Transit car was coming into 
the citv from Decatur and the Railway 
and Power car was going out Edge- 
wood avenue about 11 o’clock when the 
latter passed the Howell street crossing. 
Before the car could clear the crossing 
the Rapid Transit car came along and 
then—— 

Off went the tail-end of the Railway 
and Power car. 

Tife wrecked car was knocked from 
the track and was so badly torn up 
that it had to be taken to the shed for 
rerairs, 

The Rapid Transit veonle when called 
up at the round house stated that they 
knew none of the particulars of the ac- 
cident and had not-received any official 
report of the same, All they knew was 
that a collision had™occurred. but who 
was to blame or what the extent of the 
damage was they could not state. 

The Railway and Power Company he 
ple said that the cause of the accident 
was the failure of The Rapid Transit car

WHAT CHIEF BALL SAYS ABOUT THE OFFER 


Says if Women and Girls Get Work 
the Country Is Safe—Has the 
Letter Published,

The chief of police handed to a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution yesterday @ 
letter which he had received asking for 
widows and their children to go to @ 
neighboring town and get work. 

‘yt don’t know that I ever received a 
letter which I believe will bring more 
happiness to as great a number cf pe>- 
ple,” remarked Chief Ball, ‘“‘for I have 
been beset of late with applications for 
pesitions for women and children. It has 
been my exyerience that everybody want- 
ed strong, able-bodied men, and to find 
somebody who gives the preference to 
vomen and children is new and gratify- 
ing.” 

The letter which Chief Ball handed to 
The Constitution reporter for publication 
is as follows: 

West Point, Ga., April 27. 1901.—Chief 
of Police, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: Do 
vou know of some respectable families 
in your city who would make cotton 
mill operatives? 1 would prefer widows 
and families of girls. Have a healthy 
place, and they can make good pay 
after learning. Thanking you in ad- 


vance, I am, respectfully yours, 
W. BROWN, 


Superintendent. 

“T know that there are several families 
of widows end girls,’ Chief Ball sald, 
‘tyt have no way to locate them or to 
get their names, unless The Constitution 
helps me to do so. Within a month at 
least a dozen poor women have asked 
me to assist them to get work, and the 
opportunity is now offered me to give this 
assistance if they ascertain that I hav® 
received the letter from West Point. 
When women and girls get work the 
werld may consider itself pretty safe, for 
the men ard boys can always take care 
of themselves. I wish you would publish

LEGAL: PAPERS. INTERESTING

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Convicted Captain’s Present Income 
Is Placed at $25,000, and He 
Has Plenty of Coin for 
His Lawyers.

Washington, April 28.—(Special.)—The 
government will shortly institute suits 
for the purpose of recovering the money 
former Captain of Engineers Oberlin M. 
Carter is said to have stolen from it, A 
mass of evidence has been accumulated 
showing how the government was de- 
frauded and what is more important, how 
Carter and his alleged co-conspirators 
disposed of the proceeds of the frauds. 
This will be used in civil actions against 
those persons. and corporations from 
whom Carter purchased stocks, bonds, 
jewelry, china, paintings, books and 
works of art. Consultations have been 
held for tv’o or three weeks past between 
the law officers of the government and 
the agents of the department of justice, 
who have been running these matters 
down to their farthest ramifications. 

In order that there may be a better 
understanding of the nature of the ac- 
tions to be instituted, it must be remem- 
bered that Carter while in charge of the 
work at Savannah harbor from 1888 to 
1897 is accused of having. robbed the gov- 
ernment of $2,167,584.06. Of this amount it 
is claimed that he received $723,528.02 and 
his co-conspirators, Greene and Gaynor, 
the balance. According to the evidence 
collected by the agents of the department 
of justice, the most noted prisoner at 
Léeavenworh invested in good paying se- 
curities the enormous sum of $690,301.85. 
From these he derives an income of ap- 
proximately $25,000 per annum. It is the 
purpose of the government to get at these 
securities if possible, and if Carter has 
made way with them to make those from 
whom he purchased them turn’the money 
they received back into the treasury of 
United States. , 

Much Litigation Ahead. 

This will undoubtedly lead to litiga- 
tion that will last for many years. The 
criminal actions pending in the court 
against Carter and his friends, Gaynor 
and.Greene, have been dragging along for 
nearly two years. Greene and Gaynor, 
who are New Yorkers, have been resisting 
the effort to remove them from that state 
to Savannah, Ga., for trial on the charge 
of conspiracy to defraud the government. 
Hearings have been going on in New York 
city for the purpose of showing that 
Messrs. Greene and Gaynor were really as 
much interested in the frauds as Captain 
that there is reasonable 
ground for the federal commissioner in 
New York sending them to Savannah for 
trial. Captain Carter in his recent effort 
to be admitted to. hail alleged that he 
was anxious to proeeed to Georgia and 
there prove to the satisfaction of the civil 
court that he was not guilty although a 
courtmartial had so declared him, The 
solicitor general in commenting upon this 
allegation referred to the fact that 
Messrs. Greene and Gaynor had not man- 
ifested such anxiety as Captain Carter 
alleged possessed his soul. 

Details of the Operation. 

It was in these hearings that the vast 
accumulation of evidence before referred 
to was acquired. A brief now on file at 
the department of justice shows that 
there were thirty-three divisions of “‘the 
swag.’ The quoted words must be ad- 
missible in newspapers because Solicitor 
General Richards used them in addressing 
himself to the supreme court of the 
United States less than a week ago. 

The spoils, it is alleged, resulted from 
an operation something like this: Carter 
advertised for bids for the construction 
of the work at Savannah in such an am- 
biguous manner that his friends Greene 
and Gaynor were the only ones able to 
comprehend the specifications. Under- 
standing them, they put in bids that were 
slightly lower than the bidders who ex- 
pected, if awarded the contract, to do 
the most expensive kind of work for the 
government. Of course they got the con- 
tract. When they came to do the work, 
however, Captain Carter permitted them 
to use less expensive materials and build 
the jetties on less expensive lines than 
the other bidders thought the government 
wanted. 

Every month or two, it is alleged in 
this brief, Captain Carter paid to the rep- 
resentatives of the contractors at Savan- 
nah the amount that would have been fair 
compensation for the work that had been 
done. Then he went to New York, where 
he drew checks on the assistant treasurer 
for the difference between the contract 
price and the actual cost of the work. 
These checks, the testimony shows, were 
given to W. P. Gaynor, who, it is al- 
leged, thereafter superintended a division 
of this money into thirds. 


A Sample Division. 

There were thirty-two of these divisions 
of the proceeds, but for purposes of ilin:- 
tration the modus operandi of only one, 
No. 9, made on or about August 7, 189%, 
need be told here.’ On that occasion W. 


T. Gaynor cGeposited a check with tine, 


Anerican National Exchange bank for 
$39,075. This was signed on Augus? 3d, 
and directed the assistant treasurer at 
New York to pay that sum to Mr. Gay- 
ner. In order to discover whether Cap- 
tain Carter was really in New York op 
that occasion, the agents of the depart- 
ment of justice went to the Union Club, 
where the ceptain usually stopped when 
he was in the metropolis. There they 
found that ‘he had paid a Dill for $ for 
ledging with a check on the Union Trust 
Company. 

Proceeding upon the assumption that 
ihe conspiratcrs divided the ‘‘swag’’ ‘into 
three equal rarts, and then added $75 to 
Carter’s share to reimubrse him for the 
expense of making a trip to New York, 
they concluded that he ought to get a 
check of $13.075 from Mr. Gaynor. They 
found that on August 7, 1893, Mr. Gaynor 


‘Grew from the American Exchange Na- 


tional tank that magic sum of $13,975, But. 
as personal checks are returned to those 
who issue them, they could not determine 
in whose favcr the check had been drewa. 
Their investigations im that direction 
were, therefore, at an end. They knew, 
however, that Reed & Fiag, a firm of 
etock and bond brokers, had been trans- 
acting business for R. F. Westcott, Car- 
ter’s father in law, and that Carter had 
sometimes acted for Mr. Westcott. There- 
fcre, they called in the bookkeeper of this 
broker’s firm and found that on August 
9th. two days after Mr. Gaynor had with- 
drawn $13,075, that $13,000 in currency had 
been deposited with Reed & Flag; also 
a check for $390;,They also found that 
Reed & Flag had ssted in ten Delaware 

bonds &t a cost of $12.3825. The 
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That was the end of the investigation 
of Reed & Flag. Remembering, however, 
that Mr. Carter had .had accounts at the 
Union Trust Company, they turned their 
attention in that direction. They found 
that on August llth, that very same day 
in which Reed & Flag had turned over 
the balance, that Carter deposited a check 
for $65 to his own credit. The deposit 
slip was In his own handwriting. 

But, remembering that Mr. Carter did 
business for his father in law, the evi- 
dence was not yet sufficient to show that 
he had really got one-third of that $39,000. 
So they went to the financial institution 
which pays the interest on Delaware and 
Hudson bonds. There they found that in 
September, 1898; March 2, 1896; October 5. 
1896, and March 6, 1897, Captain Oberlin 
M. Carter collected interest on these 
identical Delaware ard Hudson bonds and 
deposited the money in his own name. 
They also found that he had checked out 
the money he had received as Interest in 
his own name, not that of his father in 
law. Mr. Westcott. V’hen he was*‘exam- 
ined on this point Mr. Westcott said flat- 
footedly that he had not bought the Deta- 
ware and Hudson bonds, and that he had 
never received the interest on them. 

Mr. Westcott’s Evidence. 

But the investigators were not satisfied 
with this. They followed up those ten 
bonds. Early in September, 1897, Carter, 
who had been appointed military attache 
te the embassy at London, came back to 
New York and told his father in law that 
he expected to be arrested. In anticipa- 
tion of this. he had withdrawn his securi- 
ties and had asked Greene and Gaynor to 
keep them for him. That, he felt, was a 
mistake, and, therefore, he asked his 
father in law, Westcott, to take them. and 
Westcott did so. On October 2%, 1897, 
Westcott turned everything of Carter's in 
his possession over to the captain, and 
took a receipt for them in detail. Refer- 
ence to this receipt shows the identical 
ten Delaware and Hudson bonds still in 
Carter’s possession, within a very short 
time of his arrest. Under oath Mr..West- 
cott time and again declared that he had 
no knowledge of the purchase of the 
bonds: had received none of the interest, 
and had furnished none of the money. 

The government has instances of this 
kind by the hundred to be used in the 
su'ts that are about to be instituted. If 
Carter had been less methodical in his 
business dealings. it is very doubtful if 
the government would now be able to 
bring these actions by means of which it 
is expected that at least one-half of the 
two millions will be recovered. It ap- 
pears. however, that the former capta’n 
kent a copy of everything he wrote and 
his letter books have been mines of in- 
formation for the government investiga- 
tors. As soon as he was arrested these 
private papers were seized and used 
against him in the courtmartial trial. 
Carter and his attorneys’ protested 
against their use with all the vigor they 
could command. Every court, however, 
upheld the right of the government to use 
these papers as evidence against the cap- 
tain who had written them, 

Income and Expenditures. 

In that way Carter’s own papers fur- 
nished a most complete story of his 
transactions. From these papers the 
government was able to maké a compari- 
son of Carter’s income and expenditures 
from 1890 to 1896. It is as follows:

For the patrpose of showing how Car- 
ter wails expending the money of the gov- 
ernment tables are put in this brief show- 
ing the character of some of Carter's 
disbursements in 1895 when his legitimate 
income was less than $3,100. Some of the 
items of expenditure were as follows:

Corclusions Reached. 

The evidence of the department of 
justice so far as it concerns the fraudu- 
lent operations, comes to a close on July 
6, 1897. On that date the thirds alleged 
to have been given to Carter amounted 
to the enormous sum of $722,528.02: On 
August 8, 1897, since when Carter appears 
to have made no further investments, 
the goverrfment found that he had bought 
stocks and bonds, all of them of a gilt- 
edged character, amounting to $690,301.85. 
None of these stocks and bonds have 
been found by the agents of the govern- 
ment, hence the proceedings about to be 
begun will be directed against those par- 
ties who sold the certificates to Carter. 
The merchants who sold him chink and 
other clothes and jewelry, the artists who 
painted his pictures. and the photograph- 
ers who pointed the cameras at his hand- 
some face will be judicially invited to 
step up to the treasurer of the United 
States and deposit the money they re- 
ceived from Carter. In due time, the 
same course of proceedings will be fol- 
lowed with regard to those who received 
money from Messrs. Greene and Gaynor, 
if the bonds of those gentlemen are not 
eufficient to cover the sums of money 
they ate alleged to have fraudulently re- 
ceived from Captain Carter, 

Richards in Active Charge. 

While nominally the work of prosecut- 
ing these suits is in the hands of Attor- 
nev Genera] Knox, it is really being done 
by Solicitor General J. K. Richards. It 
is a fact worth noting that Mr. Richards 
and the former captain are natives of 
the same county in Ohio. They are of 
about the same age and about the same 
size. According to the statements of 
those who know them, they have about 
the same. temperament. They. however, 
have never met, although during the days 
of their boyhood they lived within a few 
miles of each other. -The fact, however, 
that they were neighbors thirty odd years 
ago. has not caused the solicitor general 
to be lenient in handling Carter's case.

‘At the First Methodist: church yester- 


preached a forceful ,Sermon to a large 
congregation. ° His text was: “Let no 
man déceive you; he that doeth right- 
eousness is righteous.’’—I John, Iii, 7. 

In part Dr. Byrd said: 

“John’s test of character is not what a 
man thinks, but what he does. With 
intellect, man perceives the truth; with 


the heart he feels the desire to do it, 


and with the wi. conceives the purpose 
80 to do. In a matter of business, the 
first essential to success is a good busi- 
ness head; the second, qualification, bus- 
iness enthusiasm, and the third, the pur- 
pose which will put it into execution. 
The same is true of religion. In the Story 
of Ruth and Naomi; Orpah had love and 
had the desire to be witn Naomi, but had 
not the purvose to. go with her wherever 
she went; but it was Ruth who was re- 
solved not to leave or forsake her moth- 
er-in-law, and who said: ‘Whither thou 
goest I will go, thy people shall be my 
people and thy God my God. 

“At the time of the ‘Armenian massa- 
cres, four gentlemen were discussing the 
cruelties of the Turks. One did not be- 
lieve the accounts he had read of them 
and dismissed the whole matter; the sec- 
ond believed, but considered it. no affair 
of his; the third felt /that something 
ought to be done by some one of the 
great powers, but had no idea of doing 
anvthing himself; the fourth one thought 
that something should be done and want- 
ed to help do it, and showed his purpose 


| by contributing to the relief fund. Si-- 


ple creed is not worth much; yet the man 
who believes is far removed from the ag- 
nostic. 

“The thought of no century is final, and 
each century brings different ideas and 
interpretations, but religion as an ac- 
tive principle is always the same. Heav- 
en is not a passive staté, where one only 
sits still and, enjoys; eternal life is not 
eternal sleep, but it is eternal tivitv in 
the service of God. The old idea that 
God loves oniv the elect and is a God of 
vengeance, leads man to think of Him 
as a God of war. So thinking, the 
judges of old thought only of taking ven- 
geance on God’s foes. The Turks put to 
the ‘sword those who would not accept 
their faith, and the Spaniard would cele- 
brate a solemn mass as a preparation for 
the slaughter of a thousand Indians. 


“The right conception of God ts of a 
father as the head of a family. We 
must net think of Him as a vengeful 
God. The suffering of even the lost 
moves Him to pity and they owe their 
sad estate not to Him, but to their own 
conduct. 

“The heaft must love truth and have 
the nurpose to pursue it. To know that 
you ought to love God and do His will. 
and then not to do it, is worse than if 
you had not known it at all. Your own 
creed will condemn you. You say you be- 
lieve in immortality. Do you so live as 
to vrove what you profess? 

‘Relieve now, and obey now. Do not let 
vour acquisitiveness lead your heart 
away from the truth. Do not let your 
love of approbation cause vou to seek 
the favor of men rather than that of 
God; and let not political ambition lead 
you away from the pursuit of that 
which is highest and best. Put no trust 
in sentiment and feeling or in an ortho- 
dox belief; but remember he that doeth 
the will of God is righteous. In your 
business, and in all things else, do as 
Jesus would have you do. Go wherever 
He wants you to go, and think what He 
wants you to think. What will vou do 
now? Will you surrender your will to 
Him at once? Will you obey today?”

At Merritts avenue church the morning 
sermon was ‘by Rev. F. G. Hughes, of 
Woodstock, Ga. The text was First 
John iii, 18: My little children, let us 
not love in word, neither in tongue, but in 
deed and truth.’’ 

“Every form of religion,” said the 
speaker, ‘“‘takes its character from the 
God worshipped. This is a correct prin- 
ciple in all religion that the votaries strive 
to come up toward the attributes ascribed 
to the being worshipped. This is especiai- 
ly true of the Christian religion, We are 
taught that God is love. The record of 
love in our Bible is made especially clear. 

“Our conceptions of right and wrong 
and the guidance of our lives thereby rare 
based in the idea of love,. Every Christian 
virtue is but a modification of love, no 
matter whether we call it pity. compas- 
sion, faith, charity. it is all love alike 
when understood. The true Christian is a 
living illustration of the extcellency of 
God’s love, a representation of llis !‘ke- 
ness of love. Man is iifted up in mind, 
heart, body, character, every way, by the 
power of love, through. grace divine trans- 
formed to His will. The law of love is 
higher than any that cbtains in this 
world. 

“eW are not to love simply in word. We 
are not to give mere intelle:tuel assent 
to truth. Correctness of opinion alcne in 
regard to the gospel does not go far 
enough, The heart, the very inner es- 
sence of man must give loving belief and 
obedience to God's law and will. 

‘“‘We are not to love simply in tongue. Our 
profession of love must.be more than 
words. The took says, ‘They profess to 
know God, but in works they dery Him.’ 
We must love God in truth und in gehu- 
ine sincerity, in the full depth of the 
heart. The heart, not converted to. Gcd, 
cannot and does not love God. The lIceve 
of God in the heart presupposes that man 
is converted and is born of God. With a 
living faith God’s tove will fill our wait- 
ing, open hearts. The lives of God’s chil- 
dren will express His love in deeds, deeds 
worthy of Him, deeds that stand to point 
others to Him.”’

* FIRST.PRESBYTERIAN. 
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“Lead us not into temptation,’’ Mat- 
thew vi, 12, afforded the theme of a most 
eloquent, yet practical, discourse by Dr. 
Bridewel! yesterday morning. 

“T suppose no one has ever ‘read this 
prayer,’ said Dr. Bridewell, “without 
feeling, when he came to this petition, 
how strange @ prayer this is to offer to 
our Father which is in heaven. [ sup- 
pose that no one has even seriously con- 
sidered the petitions of this model prayer 
without realizing the feeling of intense 
difficulty that surrounds this one. It is 
a atrange praver. Does not the Bible 
teach us that temptation endured is an 
advance in the spiritual life, that it 
braces and strengthens us? Does not the 
Holy Spirit say under the inspiration of 
the Holy Spirit, ‘Blessed is the man that 
endureth temptation, for when he is 
tried or tempted he shall receive a crown 
of life?” And does not al! experience 
teach us that it is temptation that either 
overthrows or bvilds us up? 

“An untempted brother is no brother at 
all. An untémpted saint, with no thorn in 
the flesh. whom Satan has not buffeted, 
will never win our enthusiasm. How 
then is.it that the Master bids us pray 
‘Bring us not into temptation’? Are we to 
shrink Iike cowards from the very trials 
that brace and strengthen us? Are we to 
let our spiritual muscles grow as flabby 
and unstrung as our arms will grow if 
we do not exercise them? Are we to 
quietly acquiesce in being placed in any 
snug harbcr where we may ‘cscape the 
temptations provided for us? Is this to 
be our ideal? And, if so, is it a healthy 
one—is it +in keeping with the pattern 
prayer of the Master? Is it consonant 
with the character of that noble life 
who was Himself le@ into temptation and 
cam> forth from it, strengthenec unto 
grace. For, on the other hand, are we not 
distinctly told that God tempted no one— 
that it is only when a man is torn away 
by his own lusts that he is tempted? 

“Does not the apostle say, ‘Let no man 
sav, when he is tempted, I am tempted of 
God. for as God cannot be tempted, 
neither will he tempt any man?’ 
then. can it be needful, for us to offer the 
petition, ‘Bring us not into temptation?’ 

“The original meaning of the word 
temptation is ‘to make a trial, to test, to 
prove, to probe. Accordingly the word 
may have a good sense or a had sense. al- 
though the word is used in a good sense it 
is far oftener used in a bad sense. In the 
pessage we read vou this morning we are 
told that Jesus was led away of the spirit 
into the wilderness to be tempted by the 
devil. 

“Temptation, in the good sense of the 
word, is meant for our advantage; in the 
bad sense for our disadvantage. Our 
Father temvts us that He may sift-us of 
our chaff; the devil, that he may sift us of 
our wheat. The great meaning of life, 
therefore, is a probation. Every act of 
life, every experience through which we 
pass, is a probing of us, everything we 
hear, see, read or do. It is this everlast- 
ing testing of man by everything with 
which he stands connected that gives to 
daily life its greatest solemnity, but it is 
an evidence of the Father’s reeognition. 

‘There is no temptation into which God 
can lead us so far ag that His Christ will 
not be sufficient for us. God is faithful, | 
and will not suffer us to be tempted above 
what we are able to bear; but with every 
temptation there is a way to escape and 
to enable us to overcome it, and now, as 
we close, I know of no sweeter prayer 
that i could offer for you, beloved, than 
this: ‘God grant that whatever proba- 
tion awaits you, however difficult the 
trial which He may send to test you 
may be, you may have grace given to you 
to overcome it, and in your own rich ex- 
perience realize with the apostle’s beati- 
tude, ‘Blessed is the man that endureth 
temptation, for when he is tried he shall 
receive a crown of life which the Lord has 
promised to wamned that love Him.’

Dr. A. R. Holderby spoke at the morn- 
ing service on the subject, ‘““‘The Church 
Responsible for the World’s Reforma- 
tion.’’ : 

“T am often asked,’ began Dr. Holder- 
by, ‘‘why I preach so much to the church; 
why do IT not preach more to sinners. 

“T preach mostly to the church because 
the church needs. the preaching/ The 
Bible was written to the church larcely. 
Most of the promises and threatenings in 
the Bible are for the church. 

“It is more difficult to set the ehur2n 
right than it ia to convert the werld. Get 
the church right. and the world will get 
right. The people are at ease in Zion. 

‘1. Some people are at ease througa 
insensibility. Their hearts ara hardened: 
their consciences asleep. These people 
are insensible to their obligations; to 
their duties. There was a time when 
they did obey conscience: they rememb=2r- 
ed‘their obligations. But now they are 
irsensiblea—they hear not the calls to dutv. 

‘2. Others are at ease through pre- 
eumption. They presume upon their 
church connection—they are members of 
the church. and therefore they can afford 
to take their ease. They presume unon 
Ged’s mereyv; they presume tpon the fact 
that joining the church is all that is re- 
quired. Presumptious sins are dreadful. 

‘3. Some presume wpon their high 
standing in the church. They are much 
thought of. and surely, they think, God 
will esteem them highly. The rich are 
Itkely to fall into this sin. How many 
there are who are at ease in the church 
because they are petted by the church. 

‘4. Many. reople, no doubt, are at ease 
in Zion because of their self-confidence— 
‘trusting in themselves that 
righteous, despising others.’ It is a bad 
sign when a@ man boasts of his righteous- 
ness. Assurance of hope is one thing. 
self-confidence is another. I wrould not 
rvst a man who bozests of his religion. 

is likely he has none. The man who 
has true religion will never boast. We 
had better examine our hearts and vee 
where we stand with God. 

“The pecple of God are mak 
fight. along these lines. She at ease. 
She does not want to fight. Shall we 
stem the current of evil? Shall we at- 
tempt to stop the inrushing tide of une 
righteousness? The church is largely re- 
sponsible for the political corruption in 
‘the’ land.

The subject of the sermon of Rev. Dr. 
Landrum on yesterday morning was 
“Spiritual ‘Nearsightedness,” besed on 
II Peter'1, 9: “But he that, tackéth these 
things is blind and cannot see afar off.” 

Dr. Landrum said in’-part: . 

“Sinners are always nearsighted; they 
see the first step bot not the last step; 
they see the course bit not the conée- 
quences and condemnation of that course; 
they see the pleasure but not the pains 
and penalties of sin. Because. sinners 
are nearsighted they despise the threats 


of an omnipotent God. God always threat- | 


ens long before he strikes. His trains 
of avenging providence blow the whistle 
and ring the bells of alarm for the sinner 
on the track to get off and out ‘of the 
way and save himself. God's lash never 
falls. till the wicked have had opportunity 
to realize their guilt,.confess it, forsake 
it and seek ‘pardon. The wicked presume 
because punishment is delayed warning 
after warning comes*-to no purpose. 
While God waits you may go on in your 
sin a year, five yedts; ten years, twenty 
years, but sooner or later you will be ar- 
rested, condemned and punished. 

“Nearsighted men fafl to understand 
the promises of God.’ Their fuifillment 
seems sometimés to ‘be delayed, Cut rest 
assured they will come to pass in the 
very precise second of time. God’s world 
movements are slow. From the bi of 
Abel to the birth of Jesus was a long pe- 
riod. Four thousand years stretched 
their course between the promise of a 
Messiah and the fulfillment. But in the 
‘fullness of time,’ not a minute ‘vefpre and 
not a minute after—Christ came. All the 
moral, intellectual and d#pirftual condj- 
tions were ready for the advent of the 
world’s Redeemer, Whether God’s threats 
or promises be derelict toe individuals, to 
cities or to nations, histery proves that 
they came about on schedule time. 

“What is the remedy for spiritual near- 
sightedness? The soutl, -Mke the body, 
has senses. Faith is the eye of the soul. 
Faith is confidence in things hoped for; 
faith is the realization of things not seel. 
Weak faith is like weak eyes. How do 
you help weak eyes?. Why, by putting 
glasses on. them. Glasses do not create 
@ larger world, but they enable you to see 
a larger world. And what are these 
glasses? They are the two Testaments 
of God's Word. God's Word. does not 
create any spiritual reality, it merely dis- 
closes what is real but invisible to the 
nearsighted. Some ‘of yap need spec- 
tacles. You tell me yeu | don't see any 
harm in the ‘german,’ any harm in the 
card table, any harm in the punch. bowl. 
Some of you need microscopes. You are 
not very bad men it may be, or very 
wicked women; you men are merely 
tyrannical to your clerks, and you women 
are simply cross and cruel to your ser- 
vants. You need to see the whole terri- 
tory of your business: and: be assured 
that you are truthful and honest and just 
and courteous and generous in all of your 
transactions. And °“yét ‘others of you 
will not see far enough fill you provide 
yourself with telescopes. Look ahead far 
enough to see your own death. Look into 
eternity and dream of those indescribable 
scenes of beauty, giory, honor and happi- 
ness which are to thrill thé hearts of 
those who have ‘washed thetr robes and 
made them white in the,*“blood of the 
Lamb.’ And you n proper atmos- 
phere, elevation and $tandpoint. — You 
must have wnobstructed visidn; you must 
get out of the way all bbejcts. that come 
between you and the approving face of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. He who does not 
walk in Christ’s light stumbles int6é dark- 
ness and doom.”’
